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Hear Talk About
Americanization

Dr. Maude Collaran Speaks
to Women Here Tues-
day

Dr. -Maude Collaran, chairman
Of: the Anfericanization committee
and for years a prominent worker
in the.Parent-Teacher Association,
spoke before the Torrance Parent-
Teacher Assoclation Tuesday after-
noon. Fer subject was “Citizens
in the Making.”

After witnessing the program put
on by the children Dr.  Collaran
said “that in the schools we were
trying to make fit citizens of our
children for this world and the
world to come.

The Americanization department
of ‘the Parent-Teacher Association
was formerly the patriotic depart-
ment, but the feeling that Ameri-
canization has a deeper meaning
than patriotism caused the name
to be changed.

She saild, in part: "“Too many

times we feel that our pledge of
alleglance to the flag is all that
is needed to show our patriotism,
This year this department i trying
to place a broader coneeption of
citizenship before the associations.
It 1s trying to impress on . the
children the privilege of living
under this flag. Our childréen are
safe if our laws are upheld, The
only reason we have laws I8  be~
cause we must’ have a standard
by which to livée, As long as we
obey a law we are protected and
protect others, Any one who tells
you that a law Is not right has not
learned* the true meaning of law:
It is’ much- easier to criticize than
to carry out’ a law. Ignorance of
the law is no excuse for anyone.”

Dr. Collaran said that she was
gladdthat women have the right to
say what laws should be made,
and how. She added; ‘“Men make
fun of women for not accomplish-
ing as much in“the few years we
have had the franchise as the men
have in the 200 or 300 years they
have had it.”

The credit side of the report card
siven “out at the schools was used
by Dr. Collaran as an {llustration
of what made a good citizen. All

the things on that side—attendance,

thrift, cleanliness, effort, dependa-

bility, ‘and so forth--make for good
citizenship,

The pupils of Mrs, Van Vorhis'
room gave an illustration of how
honesty and fairness was. taught
through games, the children play-
ing with a ball
'Mrs. Haskin gave a demonstra-
tion of 'a mublc lesson as it is
given in the achoolroom, These are
regular lessons, and net somethin
gotten up just to show the chil-
dren off,

Miss Peck, ‘in charge of the
speech correction : class, gave a
demonstration of how a class of
lispers are taught by games and
mouth, exercises to correct this de-
fett. She also gaye. a short ac-
count of the wnrk, which was “or-
ganized in 1921, 'There are now
twelve genters with 1658  children
enrolled.”
